It is not necessary and it is not proper 
that their private papers should be 
ransacked for piquant details of their 
intercourse with friends and acquaint­ 
ances, or that all the flippant and de­ 
rogatory observations of envious con- 
tempories should bo repeated against 
them. 
They have a right to justice 
not only, but also to a certain degree 
of charity. 
By the act of becoming 
noted, they do not authorize ready 
liberty to be taken with their personal 
records. 
It is the duty of the biogra­ 
pher to sift all the facts carefully, and 
exercise a sound discretion as to what 
belongs to the public and what is none 
of the public’s business, and this duty 
he owes not less to his audience than 
to his subject. 
The best biographies 
are not those which go into minute 
particulars, and follow the theory that 
everything should be told, leaving the 
reader to do his own discriminating 
and to pass his own judgments. 
To 
tell the story of a great m an’s life in a 
fair, correct and impressive manner, 
it is quite as essential to leave certain 
things out as it is to put certain things 
'rn.—St. Lout* Globe-Democrat,

England. 
As the Pheniaian* and renegade Greek* sought 
an asylum on the southern shore of the M editor - 
ranian sea. from the barbaric horde* of Aei*. and 
the internal dissenaions of the F atherland, and 
from w hich germ developed the proud city of 
C arthage; so from the little beginnings at Jam es­ 
town and Ply m oth Rock has deveiojied the Anglo- 
A m erican people, protected by the Stars and 
Stripe*, and able to defy the world!

The fallowing letter written by Gen. 
Grant from Galena, to his father-in-law 
Frederick Dent, then of St. Louis, has 
never before lieen published, and is of 
sjieeial interest at the present time, 
when the illustrious writer is the object 
of a whole nation's sympathy. 
We do 
not remember any other letter from the 
general written at such an early date in 
which the whole subiect of the war is 
so fully treated: 
G alena,April 19,18G1.—Mr. F. Dent; 
D e a r S ir 
I have but very little time 
to write, but as in these exciting times 
we are very anxious to hear from von, 
and know of no other way but by writing 
first to you,I must make time. We get but 
little news by telegraph from St. Lou­ 
is but from all other {mints of the country 
we are hearing all the time. 
The times 
are indeed startling, but now is the time, 
particularly in the border slave States- 
for men to prove their love of country. 
I know it is hard for men to apparently 
work with the Republican party, but 
now all party distinctions should lie lost 
sight of, and every true patriot be for 
maintaining the integrity of the glorious 
old stars and strijies, the Constitution 
and the Union. 
The North is respond­ 
ing to the President’s call in such a man, 
uer that the rebels may truly quake. 
I 
tell you there is no mistaking the feel­ 
ings 
of 
the 
people. 
The 
gov­ 
ernment 
can call into the field not 
only seventy-five thousand troops, but 
ten or twenty times seventy-five thous­ 
and if it should l*e necessary, and find 
the means of maintaining them, too. It 
is all a mistake about the Northern pock­ 
et tieing so sensitive. In times like the 
present no people are more ready to give 
their own time or of their abundant 
means. 
No impartial man can conceal 
from himself the fact that in all these

rather that of Eastern Virginia, has 
lieeu more reprehensible from the lie- 
ginning thau that of South Carolina. 
She should lie made to bear a heavy 
portion of the bur den of the war for 
her guilt. 
In all this I can but see 
the doom of slavery. 
The North does 
not want, nor will not want, to inter­ 
fere with the institution, but they will 
refuse for all time to give it protection, 
unless the South shall return soon to 
their allegiance; and then, too, this dis­ 
turbance will give such an impetus to 
the production of their staple, cotton, in 
other ports of the world, they can never 1 
recover the control of the market again 
for that commodity.
